Sail Training in Brief 


Si training describes challenging and adventurous programs conducted aboard 
ships under sail, often for the purpose of developing self-reliance, teamwork, respon- 
sibility and leadership. Sail training combines a focus on the development of better 
shipmates with the sailing school objective of training better sailors. Both include par- 
ticipation in the work of the vessel and the development of safety and seamanship skills 
necessary to effectively handle a vessel in its naturally challenging elements of wind and 
water. 

The American Sail Training Association (ASTA*), with headquarters in Newport, 
Rhode Island, is a non-profit, national organization dedicated to bringing such opportu- 
nities to people of all ages and backgrounds, and to coordinating the activities of the 
whole community of sail training vessels. We do this for four primary reasons: 

+ Sail training is an educational and character building experience for all. 

+ International goodwill results when sail training ships from around the world 

gather in a spirit of camaraderie and friendly competition. 

+ Sail training fosters a greater awareness of, and appreciation for, the values of 

our maritime tradition. 

+ Environmental stewardship is a natural response to sailing the waters of the 

world. 

Sail training and adventure cruises are the primary means of achieving these ends. 
International sail races and gatherings were begun in 1956 by the Sail Training Associa- 
tion (STA), the international coordinating body for sail training headquartered in Eng- 
land. The STA organizes annual tall ships races in European waters for sailing craft 
ranging from full-rigged ships to modern-day sloops. Periodically they also support 
major transoceanic races such as the Grand Regatta Columbus in 1992. 

Sail training cruises are working expeditions with trainees typically organized in 
three watches or shifts (four hours on and eight hours off while under way) and fuifill- 
ing the traditional role of an able bodied seaman on a sailing ship. Sail handling, climb- 
ing the rigging, a trick at the wheel and galley, and cleaning duties are all part of the 
day’s work. In addition, many sail training cruises include special components which 
focus on the marine sciences, maritime history or literature and familiarize trainees with 
their environment and the historical significance of ships and the sea. 

Under sail, trainees confront the challenge of wind and sea and develop the self-dis- 
cipline and teamwork required to take a vessel to sea. Even though cruises often last 
less than a week, the effect on the individual can last a lifetime. Although races spon- 
sored by the STA require fifty percent of the ship’s complement to be between the ages 
of fifteen and twenty-six, most cruises are open to “youth of all ages” so that those who 
missed the opportunity while a youngster have the opportunity to “sign on”. 

ASTA is dedicated to extending the experience of sailing with particular emphasis 
on the educational opportunities provided by traditional vessels. The ships are living

The American 
Sail Training Association 


lhe American Sail Training Association (ASTA*)was formed in 1973 by the late Bar- 

clay Warburton, owner of the brigantine Black Pearl, as an affiliate of the Sail 
Training Association (STA) to coordinate and conduct sail training activities in American 
waters. ASTA is one of many national sail training associations that have grown from 
the STA’s success in gathering a small fleet, now grown dynamically, of traditional 
square-riggers for friendly international exchange and competition. STA’s international 
TALL SHIPS® Races, with designated harbor festivals, bring together the ships and 
shores of most European countries, Russia and other former Soviet states, Canada, Mex- 
ico, and countries throughout South America and around the Pacific Ocean, including 
Australia, New Zealand, Indonesia and Japan. 

At first, ASTA worked primarily to coordinate races and gatherings of sail training 
ships around the United States. ASTA’s interest in helping to establish and codify stan- 
dards for sail training ships and programs developed rapidly with the formation of the 
Council of Educational Ship owners, which lobbied successfully for the passage of the 
Sailing School Vessels Act of 1982. The Sailing School Vessels Council, founded in the 
following year, worked with the U.S. Coast Guard to develop regulations for sailing 
school vessels. 

In conjunction with the Australian Bicentenary TALL SHIPS® gathering in Sydney, 
ASTA also organized the first international discussions on safety standards and equip- 
ment for sail training programs. This was followed by the first safety-at-sea seminars, in 
1989, The seminars modeled on the United States Sailing Association’s seminars but 
adapted for programs on particular aspects of sailing safety, As an alternative to racing, 
ASTA developed the concept of rallying sail training vessels where various aspects of 
seamanship can be demonstrated under way and ashore. Rallies occur every year in var- 
ious locations with a variety of ASTA member vessels participating. 

In addition, ASTA has worked with the STA and other national sail training associ- 
ations in the organization of sail training races and cruises-in-company in connection 
with international events of major significance. Among these have been: 


1976 The TALL SHIPS® Races from Bermuda to Newport prior to the celebration 
of the United States Bicentennial at Operation Sail in New York. 

1978 The first sail traiping races in the Pacific rim, held in honor of the voyages 
of Captain James Cook. 

1979 The first National Maritime Heritage Week, held in Newport, Rhode Island, 

1980 The celebration of Boston’s 350th anniversary. 

1984 TALL SHIPS® Races held in honor of the 450th anniversary of Jacques 
Cartier’s first voyage to Canada, coordinated with the Canadian Sail Train- 
ing Association (CSTA), founded the same year, 


) 
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1986 Cruises-in-company held in conjunction with transatlantic races to Opera- 
tion Sail 1986/Salute to Liberty in honor of the Statue of Liberty’s centen- 
nial. 

1990 The first TALL SHIPS® Rally, in Chesapeake Bay. 

1992 Rallies in conjunction with the Christopher Columbus Quincentenary. 


Over the years, ASTA has also undertaken many other projects to meet the needs 
of the rapidly growing sail training community. These include publications, conferences 
and seminars.

ASTA Guidelines for Educational Programs under Sail explains ASTA standards 
for sail training education within the framework of the Sailing School Vessels Act. This 
manual defines criteria and indicators of effectiveness for the design, delivery and evalu- 
ation of curricula, instruction and program administration. In addition to the core of 
safe seamanship education, the guidelines apply to all aspects of sail training: adventure 
education, environmental science, maritime heritage and leadership development. 


The ASTA Syllabus and Logbook provides a progression of skill-building activities 
in nautical science (safety, seamanship and navigation), and in marine science (oceanog- 
raphy) and aquatic science (limnology), This pocket-size outline enables trainees to 
keep a personal log of their sea time and to document their progress in sail training 
through three levels of nautical science — level I, deckhand; level II, seaman; and level 
Ill, day watch leader/night watch leader. Trainees can also record their progress 
through two levels of the marine and/or aquatic science programs (including biology, 
ecology, chemistry, physics and geology). Requirements for the syllabus are carefully 
spelled out, and completion of the course work and sea time must be certified by either 
the instructor or the ship’s master. 


The ASTA Rally Handbook explains in detail the various individual and crew 
events offered at ASTA TALL SHIPS® rallies, how they are scored and how ships can 
enter the rallies. (See Safety Seminars and Rallies following.)

Conferences, Seminars, Rallies & 
Dockside Demos 


From the first, ASTA’s annual conferences have gathered a broad spectrum of 
educators, ships’ masters, port representatives, public officials, marine suppliers, naval 
architects, program administrators, festival managers, preservationists, environmentalists 
and crew. Conference sessions are developed in response to evaluations and input from 
ASTA members as well as outside trends. Sessions are structured to provide an open 
forum for information exchange, with a panel of experts to guide the discussion and to 
answer questions from the floor. In addition to such topics as vessel operations, regula- 
tory issues, educational programming and safety-at-sea, conference sessions have 
addressed media relations, marketing, funding and other non-profit management issues. 


One of ASTA’s chief concerns is to ensure that the highest safety standards are met 
by all those who participate in sail training programs, whether as officers, crew, instruc- 
tors or trainees. Safety concerns are addressed in a number of ways. ASTA’s Guide- 
lines for Educational Programs under Sail stresses the various regulations that govern 
the safe operation of the different classes of vessels that work with sail trainees. Safety 
Seminars focus on safety and survival issues for sail training programs. Through this 
train-the-trainer approach, ASTA provides opportunities for captains, crew and program 
developers to improve their operational skills and their effectiveness as instructors. 
Through the International Safety Forum, initiated in 1992, ASTA also works to expand 
the international dialogue between ships’ masters by collecting and discussing case stud- 
ies of actual safety-at-sea incidents, and then developing safety strategies. 


A more immediate way to encourage the 
development of safe seamanship skills is 
through TALL SHIPS® Rallies. These gath- 
erings, sponsored by ASTA, provide an excel- 
lent opportunity for crews and individual 
trainees to demonstrate their abilities in a 
series of friendly shipboard and shoreside 
competitions designed specifically to promote 
and develop seamanship and teamwork skills 
and to foster heightened safety awareness for 
crews, trainees, officers, instructors and spec- 
tators.

question, “What is it like to sail a tall ship?” Through hands-on demonstrations, video 
presentations, simulations, storytelling, music and static displays the exhibit informs the 
public (children as well as adults) about some of the basics of sailing, particularly on tra- 
ditional vessels. The Dockside Demo also demonstrates the educational value of sailing 
and how sail training can have a lasting impact on one’s life. 

The Dockside Demo includes interactive displays that introduce visitors to four 
essential components of the sailing experience: handling the wheel, knots and rope 
work, line handling and mechanical advantage of block and tackle, and navigation and 
piloting. 

This exhibit is designed for the thousands of people who come to TALL SHIPS® 
Rallies and includes participatory elements for all ages. The exhibit requires 2,400 
square feet of space (40’ x 60’) with a minimum ceiling height of 12’. When the minia- 
ture ship Federalist is part of the exhibit, as it often is, the ceiling height must be over 
22’. The exhibit must be indoors or in a tent, although it is possible for the Federalist 
to be out-of-doors and adjacent to the rest of the exhibit. 
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ASTA Services: Billet Bank & Insurance 


As a service to members, ASTA maintains a Billet Bank through which experienced 
sailors (licensed or not) can be put in touch with ships in need of crew. ASTA members 
who pay a nominal fee of $5 per year are sent crew requests received from ships. In 
addition, those enrolled in the Billet Bank are listed as available crew so that ships can 
reach them. Those members enrolled in the Billet Bank can send a brief description of 
their qualifications—including preferred positions, such as deckhand or cook, or any 
licenses and sea time, if any-to the ASTA office, where it is kept on file. The ASTA 
office will pass on the information to inquiring ships. Any further contact between 
crews and ships is up to them. ASTA does not endorse any specific program or individ- 
ual crew, but simply shares information as it becomes available. 


The Maritime Heritage Insurance Program was developed by Alexander & Alexan- 
der in conjunction with Crawley Warren & Co., Ltd. (a Lloyds of London Broker) for the 
specific purpose of providing insurance coverage and risk management for ASTA, his- 
toric vessels, sailing school operations and other maritime preservation organizations. 
The program is specifically designed to provide commercial insurance for all hull and lia- 
bility risks of vessels, whether they are navigating, permanently berthed or under con- 
struction. 

The Maritime Heritage Insurance Program was developed in 1983 by Alexander & 
Alexander in conjunction with the National Trust for Historic Preservation. In 1991, the 
American Sail Training Association (ASTA) became a “co-sponsor” and the program was 
consolidated into the London market (underwritten with first-class London securities).

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Sail Training Vessels 


The sail training mission differs from vessel to vessel according to the type of pro- 
gram offered. While the curriculum taught on any given vessel can vary from year to 
year, or from voyage to voyage, the scope of an individual vessel's mission is determined 
in part by the type of vessel it is according to government regulations written and 
enforced by the U.S. Coast Guard. Some vessels carry dual certification. This section 
briefly describes the various types of program-related regulations and is taken from the 
ASTA’s Guidelines for Educational Programs under Sail. 


Sailing School Vessels (SSV) are certified as Subchapter R — Nautical Schools — 
under Title 46 of the Code of Federal Regulations. An SSV is a vessel of less than 500 
gross tons carrying six or more sailing school students or instructors, principally pro- 
pelled by sail, and operated by a non-profit educational organization exclusively for the 
purpose of sailing education. 


Oceanographic Research Vessels (ORV) are certified as Subchapter U under the 
U. S. Coast Guard regulations. An ORV is a vessel employed exclusively in either 
oceanographic (saltwater) or limnologic (fresh water) instruction and/or research. 
ORVs generally will not hire any instructors without proper scientific credentials. 


Passenger vessels are certified according to size and the number of passengers car- 
ried. Subchapter C — Uninspected Vessels may operate with no more than six passen- 
gers for hire. Subchapter T — Small Passenger Vessels are vessels of under 100 gross 
tons that carry passengers for hire. Most sail training vessels listed in this directory are 
certified as Subchapter T vessels. Subchapter H — Passenger Vessels are vessels of 
more than 100 tons. Because passenger vessels are technically engaged in trade or 
commerce, they cannot operate under a certificate of inspection as SSVs. However they 
are required to meet the highest U.S. Coast Guard rules and regulations for the service 
in which they are engaged. Many offer educational programs and work closely with 
local community and education groups. They also provide excellent opportunities for 
sea experience, especially for those experienced trainees qualified to sign on as volun- 
teer or paid crew, as many do. 


Attraction vessels Generally speaking, attraction vessels are museum ships tied up 
to a dock, usually but not always on a permanent basis. Although an attraction vessel’s 
operators are entitled to charge admission to visitors or fees for programs conducted 
while the ship is at the dock,,attraction vessels cannot charge trainees, passengers or 
guests for any use of the vessel under way.

Sail Training & Sea Education 


Sail training experience need not be restricted to the types of vessels described 
above, and indeed many have benefited from sail training experiences aboard private 
yachts, military, state school and foreign vessels. Just as there are different types of sail 
training vessels, there are different types of sail training programs. 

Sail training usually takes place aboard vessels large enough to accommodate six 
or more students, with group-living challenges concentrated by the confined space and a 
simple, often Spartan — by shoreside standards — setting. Ship operation and daily 
maintenance are part of the demanding routine, and these often involve the preservation 
of historic skills and crafts which in turn help the trainee develop a sense of stewardship 
for our maritime heritage and for the water environment. 

By its nature, a complete sail training program includes the following nine ele- 
ments, in greater or lesser measure depending on the particular thrust and duration of 
the program. The curriculum requires students, a ship, and a body of water; the instruc- 
tion offers shipboard living, sailing, and sea experience; and the result is that students 
become shipmates, sailors and stewards of the environment 

Sea education means teaching and research aboard, as well as practical experience 
in operating, vessels propelled primarily by sail. In addition to such subjects as seaman- 
ship and navigation, programs may also offer oceanography and other marine subjects, 
as well as the study of maritime history and literature, physical science and mathemat- 
ics. Sea education encompasses the study of the world’s aquatic environment in its

totality, including saltwater and fresh, whether in rivers or lakes or on the ocean. These 
environments create a dynamic theme for interdisciplinary learning and enhance aware- 
ness of the importance of a healthy marine environment to global well-being. Several 
programs are either part of, or are recognized by, educational institutions that grant 
academic credit for shipboard programs. One of ASTA’s primary goals is to provide sail 
training programs with the gyjdelines necessary for developing programs that educa- 
tional institutions will recognize, and to involve educators more in the development of 
appropriate curricula for shipboard education. 

A steadily increasing number of programs are now part of, or are recognized by, 
educational institutions that grant’ academic credit for under way programs. One of 
ASTA’s primary goals is to provide shipboard programs with the support and guidelines 
necessary for recognition by mainstream educational institutions. 
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Choosing a Sail Training Program 


The four essential components of any sail training program are a seaworthy vessel, 
a competent captain and crew, qualified instructors and a sound educational program 
appropriate and suited to the trainee’s needs. 

There are as many sail training programs as there are ships, and choosing the right 
one depends a great deal on your personal needs and desires. Sail training differs from 
going on a cruise ship in that you are expected to take part in the running of the ship 
by handling sail and line, standing watch, and working in the galley (the ship’s kitchen). 
Whether you want a program that specializes in oceanography or adventure training, 
one that lasts a day, a week or an entire semester, whether you want to ship out in a 
schooner or want the added challenge and thrill of climbing aloft in a square rigger. All 
these options will ultimately dictate the kind of program a prospective trainee will 
choose. As to what sail training programs require of their trainees, beyond an eager 
willingness to get the most out of their time on the water, the requirements are few. 

Safety Trainees should look for vessels that operate under U.S. Coast Guard regu- 
lations. Many ships venture no more than twenty miles from a harbor and are rarely 
under way overnight. Offshore voyaging offers the challenge of distant passages where 
severe weather and water conditions may be unavoidable. Being under way round the 
clock requires watch duties night and day, demanding both physical and mental stamina 
and perseverance. If applying to a foreign flag vessel, look into the international regula- 
tions that apply. 

Sailing experience With few exceptions, no prior experience is required of 
trainees, although a high degree of competency must be demonstrated for anyone seek- 
ing volunteer or paid crew positions. 

Swimming ability Trainees are encouraged to be able to stay afloat for at least five 
minutes while fully dressed, however most programs have no formal swimming require- 
ments. 

Age limits vary from program to program, but most sail training programs start 
accepting unaccompanied trainees from the age of fourteen (ninth grade). 

Academic credit Some vessels are tied directly to academic institutions that grant 
academic credit to trainees who successfully complete sail training programs as part of a 
course of study or project in a wide range of subjects. Some educational institutions 
will also grant credit for on-board independent study. 

Co-education Some vessels sail with single-gender crews; others are co-education- 
al. 

Cost Prices vary considerably, with the range being from about $25 to $150 per 
Person per day, depending on the nature and duration of the program and the type of 
vessel. = 

Financial aid While a few programs have limited financial assistance available for 
trainees, most trainees find it necessary to seek private, business and/or community 
support to help defray the cost of sail training. In addition, there are a small number of 
independent organizations that provide financial aid to trainees, usually through match- 
ing grants. 
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Shipping Out 


As we are in great part defined by the things we use, perhaps the simplest way to 
conjure up the essence of shipboard life is to describe what you will take with you — and 
what, by extension, you will leave behind. Each ship has its own rules and require- 
ments, and trainees should inquire about specific arrangements before signing on. For 
instance, some ships provide foul weather gear for trainees; others do not. What follows 
is an abbreviated version of a memorandum sent to all trainees who ship out aboard the 
HMS Rose. While the three-masted Rose is larger than most training ships, the follow- 
ing gives an excellent idea of the conditions that prevail aboard sail training vessels of 
any rig or size. 

“Some Suggestions for Packing before You Ship Out... 


“Personal space aboard any vessel is limited, so be conservative in the amount of 
gear you bring. All your gear must be stowed in your bunk or your allotted shelves. 
Excessive gear will only mean discomfort for you. A sea bag or other soft luggage is 
recommended; there is no space to store suitcases or rigid luggage. Temperature 
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extremes can vary dramatically at sea during all twelve months of the year; sometimes it 
will be hot and sunny, other times it will be cold and damp. You should carefully select 
a modest quantity of casual clothing to deal with all possible conditions. 

“Bedding The ship provides a mattress with cover for each bunk, but your choice 
of personal bedding is your own. You may bring sheets, blankets, a pillow or sleeping 
bag. 

“Clothing Some specific items of clothing are recommended. At least one set of 
older clothes which you don’t mind getting tar on is a good idea. The ship’s standing 
rigging is regularly preserved with tar and as you climb aloft it is likely to get on your 
clothes. Sneakers are good footwear aboard, so also are topsiders or moccasin-type 
leather shoes. Shoes with leather soles are slippery and dangerous on board. 

“Foul weather gear A full suit of foul weather (or rain) gear is a necessity for all 
hands: coat, pants, hat and boots are recommended. Seafaring continues even if it rains. 
With proper rain gear you will be able to comfortably perform your duties in all weather 
conditions. 

“Equipment Books, cameras and musical instruments may be brought aboard, but 
be advised that some musical instruments are vulnerable to the dampness at sea. You 
may wish to bring some sort of rigging knife; most sailors find that a knife to which a 
lanyard (or tether) may be attached is their most important tool. Only knives on Jan- 
yards are allowed aloft. 

“Personal items You should bring one or two towels as well as whatever sham- 
poo, toothpaste and other toiletries you ordinarily require. 

“Money You will not be able to cash personal checks aboard. It is recommended 
that you bring sufficient cash to meet your individual needs, Travelers checks are also 
recommended. 

“Medical The ship is equipped with first aid kits. If you have medical idiosyn- 
crasies of which you think the captain should be aware, do not hesitate to inform him. 
If you are concerned about becoming seasick, speak with your doctor before leaving 
home; there are a number of effective prescription remedies which you may wish to take 
advantage of ahead of time. 

“What not to bring Operating the ship requires everyone's attention and concen- 
tration. Do not bring radios, tape players, or other cumbersome electronic devices. The 
sea is a particularly corrosive environment for such items. Also loud music is too intru- 
sive to others in the confined shipboard environment. It should be unnecessary to point 
out that illicit drugs, alcohol, firearms or other weapons must not be brought aboard.” 
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SAIL TRAINING: 
THE NEXT CENTURY

n late July of 1972, the U.S. Coast Guard’s training barque Eagle set sail from her 

home port of New London, Connecticut on an extraordinary voyage. In what amount- 
ed to a Presidential command performance, she was to participate in a TALL SHIPS® 
Race from the Solent, on England’s south coast, to the Skaw between Denmark and 
Sweden, and then visit Kiel, Germany for the sailing events of the 1972 Olympic Games 
— the first time she had returned to Germany since being taken over by the Coast Guard 
at Bremerhaven in 1946, in the aftermath of World War II. There were a number of 
other “firsts” for Eagle in this voyage, but they belong to another story. What stood out 
for me — and, I believe, for Zagle’s entire complement of officers, crew, and cadets — 
were the excitement and adventure of participating in an historic international event, 
the thrill of pitting our developing skills as square-rigger sailors against those of the 
other magnificent, cadet-crewed vessels in the race (Germany’s Gorch Fock II and 
Poland's Dar Pomorza), and the opportunity to mingle ashore with fellow seamen from 
the fifteen nations and more than sisty sail training vessels participating in the event. 
None of us had ever experienced anything so exhilarating; we had known some great 
sailing in Eagle, of course, but in isolation. The international camaraderie of seafarers, 
the challenge and satisfaction of competition, the drama and pageantry of a major inter- 
national gathering—these were new, and they were wonderfully exciting. It would not be 
an understatement to say that the experience set my own course for the remainder of 
my Coast Guard career, and while there were many glorious days during my subsequent 
tours in Eagle and other ships, I would frequently look back to 1972 as a kind of water- 
shed, a benchmark against which such days were to be measured. 

Such experiences on the part of the thousands of young people who participate in 
such events in Europe each year, not to mention the millions of spectators who go to 
see the ships and share in the excitement in the ports which host them, go a long way 
toward explaining the remarkable growth in numbers of the world’s fleet of large, 
square-rigged schoolships during the late twentieth century. Given the trend in modern 
merchant and naval fleets toward ever larger and more complex ships with ever smaller 
and more technologically sophisticated crews, this development could hardly have been 
anticipated when the organizers of the first International TALL SHIPS® Race set out in 
1956 to bring together what they believed were the last of the great square-riggers still 
training young men for careers at sea for a race across the Bay of Biscay from Torbay to 
Lisbon. Five ships entered that race, three of them Scandinavian (Danmark, Christian 
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Radich, and Solandet), one Belgian (Mercator), and one Portuguese (Sagres J). Eight 
years later, when the organizers of the first “Operation Sail” in New York Harbor had a 
similar idea (the race was separately organized), more than twice as many large ships 
showed up — three of them (Germany’s Gorch Fock II, Argentina’s Libertad, and Chile’s 
Esmeralda) of post-World War I build’. By 1992, when the “Grand Regatta Columbus 
Quincentenary” visited various U.S. ports in commemoration of Columbus’ voyage to 
the New World, fully ten of the twenty-four naval and merchant schoolships present had 
been built since 1964. 

To those (and I am one) who believe that the modern square-rigged ship represents 
a pinnacle of human achievement in appropriate technology, and that — notwithstanding 
the size and complexity of modern oceangoing vessels — training at sea under sail 
remains the best possible sort of apprenticeship for those aspiring to a seagoing career, 
this growth in the number of schoolships is indeed gratifying. But it must be acknowl- 
edged that the equally remarkable growth in popularity of tall ships events has played a 
significant part in encouraging the increase in large, traditionally-rigged schoolships. 
Tall ship gatherings on a grand scale, such as 1992’s Operation Sail and Sail Boston, 
are relatively infrequent in North America, for the simple reason that only one large 
schoolship (the Coast Guard’s Eagle) is based here, and such ships tend to be tied fairly 
closely to an academic program that makes the scheduling of transoceanic voyages diffi- 
cult to coordinate with such events; but more modest gatherings of traditionally-rigged 
vessels, with an occasional large schoolship, have become a regular feature of such 
annual festivals as Norfolk’s “Harborfest” and similar harbor and waterfront celebra- 
tions around the country. In Europe, the annual schedule of such events is almost bewil- 
dering, with port cities from Scandinavia to Iberia vying fiercely to host the scores of 
sailing vessels competing each year in the “Cutty Sark TALL SHIPS® Races”—direct 
descendants of that first race in 1966. 

The popularity of such events is not surprising. For all the obvious reasons — the 
desire to celebrate a glorious maritime past, nostalgia for an age when human affairs 
moved at a slower and less bewildering tempo, the romance of the sea and far-off, exotic 
places, admiration for the craftsmanship and beauty of the ships themselves — people by 
the thousands and even millions are drawn to the waterfront whenever sailing ships are 
in harbor. In his foreword to Operation Sail’s official program for the 1992 event, 
OpSail’s Honorary Chairman Walter Cronkite suggests that we celebrate ships because 
they brought our world “to the critical pitch of communication and commerce that has 
made today’s global awareness possible.” Whatever the attraction, by bringing visitors to 
town, tall ships events inevitably provide an economic boost to the cities hosting them, 
and can even be a catalyst for waterfront redevelopment, improved facilities for tourism, 
and so forth, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, for example estimated the overall 
economic impact of Sail Boston 1992 at something on the order of $500 million, and a 
study commissioned by the Merseyside Development Corporation, which organized 
events in the port of Liverpool for the final port call of the Grand Regatta Columbus, 
found benefits on a comparable scale. For the owners (usually governments) of large 
schoolships, such events are a marvelous opportunity for showing the flag and generat- 
ing international goodwill, or even for subtly promoting economic investment in their 
countries ~ a fact which may help to explain why much of the recent growth in the num-

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ber of large schoolships has been in such places as Latin America and Eastern Europe 
(including Russia). For the crews and trainees, of course, such events are a wonderful 
opportunity to meet, compete, and party with people of similar age and interests, and to 
learn more about other cultures. 

The Sail Training Association (STA), established in the United Kingdom in 1956 to 
carry on the idea embodied in the International TALL SHIPS® Race of that year, 
deserves much of the credit for these developments. As the races (and the in-port events 
that attended them) grew steadily in popularity, they provided a stimulus to the growth 
of numerous sail training projects within the UK, most of which — unlike the big school- 
ships — had little or nothing to do with training professional seafarers. Rather, they 
grew more or less directly out of the idea embodied in the first Outward Bound school 
established at Aberdovey, Wales in 1941, that an experience of seafaring under sail is 
ideally suited to develop qualities of courage, endurance, discipline, self-reliance, 
resourcefulness, teamwork, tolerance, and humility (to name only a few) in young peo- 
ple. In short, it is a nearly-ideal gharacter molding experience. In the words of Lawrence 
Holt, the British shipping magnate who funded the Aberdovey project in collaboration 
with the legendary Kurt Hahn, father of the Outward Bound movement, it was to be 
“less a training for the sea than through the sea, and so benefit all walks of life.” This 
has continued to be the prevalent model for sail training programs in England, most of 
which stress the aims of character development and adventure rather than seamanship, 
and most of which, incidentally, operate much smaller vessels than the big schoolships. 
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The Ocean Youth Club, for example, sails a fleet of twelve ketches up to 72’ in length, 
with berths for a dozen trainees each on week-long cruises; the largest vessels in the UK 
are the STA’s own schooners, Malcolm Miller and Sir Winston Churchill, 150’ in length 
with berths for thirty-nine trainees each on cruises of two to three weeks*. 

Originally biennial events, the STA races are now held annually, and regularly 
rotate between the Baltic, North Sea, the Bay of Biscay, and occasionally the Mediter- 
ranean. The stated aim of the Races — called the Cutty Sark TALL SHIPS®* Races since 
1972, in recognition of the STA’s long and happy relationship with its corporate spon- 
sor, Berry Bros. and Rudd-— is “to enable young people of all nations to race together at 
sea, under sail,” and the genius of the STA has been to consistently keep the focus on 
the young people on board the ships. Using its proven ability to bring large numbers of 
ships — most of them small-to-medium in size, but generally with a liberal handful of the 
big schoolships — together for the races, the STA has steadfastly held host ports to strict 
conditions regarding provision of services to ships and wholesome activities for crews 
and trainees, and has done its utmost to prevent commercialism from overshadowing 
the ideals of sail training during the in-port events of each race series. 

Another result of the STA’s phenomenal success, and a heartening validation of its 
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ideals, has been the establishment of sail training associations in other countries. These 
retain strong ties to the STA, but tend to focus more broadly on coordinating and 
encouraging the development of sail training programs and less on the narrower role of 
organizing annual races. The first of such associations was the American Sail Training 
Association (ASTA®) established in 1973 and initially modeled quite closely on the STA, 
with the idea of organizing races among the relatively few sail training vessels then 
operating in U.S. waters. In the more than 20 years since its founding, however, ASTA — 
and sail training in the US — have evolved in ways that reflect our own geographic and 
cultural characteristics, and respond to American needs. The same is, of course, true in 
the other countries where sail training has taken root. 

While sail training in the UK is generally understood to mean a seagoing voyage of 
a week or more in duration and involving young people between fifteen and twenty-five 
who have little or no prior sailing experience, ASTA’s member organizations include a 
wide range of programs involving cruises from a few hours to six weeks or more in 
length, “trainees” from elementary school age to adults, and objectives ranging from 
pure adventure to serious scientific research. What ASTA members have in common is a 
shared belief that, no matter what other objectives may be served, bringing people 
together on a sailing vessel and involving them in the work of sailing the ship can often 
be a life-changing experience. This belief is reflected in ASTA’s stated mission, which 
very much embodies the traditional ideals of sail training: “to encourage character build- 
ing through sail training, promote sail training to the American public, and support edu- 
cation under sail.” 

Recognizing the popularity of tall ships events and their enormous potential value 
in bringing to the American public a greater awareness of the ideals of sail training, 
ASTA has devoted increasing energy to organizing a series of TALL SHIPS® Rallies 
each summer in conjunction with harbor or waterfront festivals. Originally conceived as 
an alternative to races, rallies involve crews in various forms of competition, both at sea 
and ashore, emphasizing seamanship, safety, and teamwork. In the process of develop- 
ing this concept, ASTA has cultivated close relationships with port cities from the 
mid-Atlantic states to New England and the Great Lakes, and in 1993 held its first West 
Coast rally in San Francisco Bay. The effort to extend this idea to other regions, and 
thus stimulate public interest in and support for local sail training programs, will contin- 
ue. 

As the end of the twentieth century approaches, what is the future of sail training, 
both at home and around the world? On one hand, it seems doubtful that the fleet of big 
square-rigged schoolships will continue to expand; properly maintained, those now in 
existence will sail for many years to come, but whether they will be replaced when they 
come to the end of their useful lives seems unlikely. Some, after all — like the great 
Russian barques Sedov and Kyzenshtern — are more than sixty years old, and many, 
like the superb sister ships Eagle, Sagres II, and Tovaritsch, are nearly so. On the other 
hand, the number of relatively smaller vessels providing youth (and adult) sail training 
for adventure, education, and character development seems very likely to continue to 
row: vessels like Australia’s Young Endeavour, England's Lord Nelson, Japan's Kaisei, 
and the United States! Corwith Cramer and Tole Mour, as well as many others—not to 
mention the traditional, but smaller, schoolships like Poland’s Ishra and Bulgaria’s Kali- 
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akra, All of these vessels are under 200 feet and were built within the last ten years; 
they serve a remarkable variety of “trainees:” naval midshipmen, high school and college 
students, disadvantaged and adjudicated youth, disabled youth and adults. This, I 
believe, gives us a glimpse of the future of sail training: fewer big schoolships training 
professionals, but more and more smaller vessels providing a seagoing experience to a 
greater variety of people. 

To celebrate the beginning of the new century, the STA is already planning a 
transatlantic TALL SHIPS® Race to be called TALL SHIPS 2000™ — that promises to be 
the largest-ever assemblage of sail training vessels. Following a course similar to that 
followed by the “Grand Regatta Columbus” in 1992, this magnificent fleet will originate 
in Europe and sail across the Atlantic to visit ports on the eastern seaboard of North 
America during the first summer of the new century; similar events are under considera- 
tion in the Pacific. Unlike such gatherings in 1976, 1986, and 1992, this fleet will not 
come to help celebrate a historic anniversary of past events; rather, it will bring the mes- 
sage of the energy and idealism of young people from around the world-the hope of the 
future, ASTA will be working closely with the STA and with US port cities during the 
next few years to help plan events on this side of the Atlantic, and to insure that the 
message of sail training remains at the forefront — a message that seems more valid 
today than ever before. Training for the sea in big square-riggers may gradually disap- 
pear over the horizon, but training through the sea, in tall ships both large and small, 
can continue to help the nations of the world develop the leaders and citizens they will 
need to meet the challenges of the twenty-first century.

IT’S MORE THAN 
JUST A BOAT RIDE

s a sail training teacher since 1972, I have often been asked to justify “taking the 

kids sailing when they really ought to be in school.” It’s easy to understand the 
concern. The general public, even casual recreational boaters, tend to view sailing as a 
recreational activity indulged in by the leisure class. Yacht racing is seen as an elitist 
pastime, epitomized by the recurrent America’s Cup spending extravaganzas. Sail train- 
ing, however, is as different from these impressions as night is from day. Robby Robin- 
son, in his article “School Houses Under Sail,” praises sailing vessels as: 


learning platforms, as observation posts, as transportation systems for awareness, and 
as delivery systems for understanding. Anonymity, distraction, absence, and other ills 
that attend regular school are addressed quite simply when every one is ‘in the same 
boat.’ The unified mental and physical nature of sail training, the learning communi- 
ty that it sets up, and the ‘clean slate’ mentality that comes when you cast off, makes 
sailing an effective learning structure. Kids learn to take responsibility for the ship, 
for learning how to work it, for their shipmates, and ultimately for themselves. They 
learn to trust themselves as well as others. 


Sail training aboard a sailing school vessel provides an educational venue that is 
rich in potential for the development of knowledge, skills, and attitudes that are neces- 
sary for the education of today’s youth but difficult to teach in the confines of the class- 
room. The sailing school provides a challenging yet nurturing environment that readily 
meets the needs of the adolescent and young adult learner. It is notably effective with 
young people who can not cope well with the demands of society and are at risk of drop- 
ping out of school or otherwise abandoning the quest for a successful and productive 
life. Such youth often see themselves as being incapable of living in harmony with 
mainstream society and destined for a lifetime of failure. Sail training programs endeav- 
or to reverse these tendencies. The sailing school experience enriches, validates, and 
challenges the conventional school curricula. In this real-world classroom, science, 
mathematics, physics, biology, geography, history, literature, and.even poetry suddenly 
come to life. 

In addition to bringing these academic subjects “to life,” sailing school vessels pro- 
vide a forum in which students can learn many disciplines not easily conveyed in the 
classroom. One example is problem solving. Even the most successful teachers will tell

you that while it is relatively simple to teach about problem solving skills, it is very diffi- 
cult to teach skillful problem solving, even to bright, eager, enthusiastic students in well 
equipped classrooms. And yet acquiring these skills is commonplace, if not inevitable, on 
board sailing school vessels. As Captain David Wood, former commanding officer of the 
USCG Eagle, said: “Sail training vessels present real problems, that require real solu- 
tions, that you can’t walk away from.” In such an environment, you see the results of 
your decisions. 

Nearly all of the students come aboard the Los Angeles Maritime Institute's Swift 
of Ipswich are ignorant of the ways of a sailing vessel and only a very few have had any 
prior sailing experience. As newcomers to the sailing world, their street status and/or 
classroom pecking orders are not in effect. Thus, they are not burdened with the bag- 
gage of previous reputations. This is true to a large extent even with kids who know 
each other, From the start, the kids enter immediately into an environment that is com- 
posed of an integrated array of systems that must be operated with both mind and mus- 
cle engaged. Some of the tasks, such as raising sails, require a coordinated team effort, 
physically pulling together, whereas other tasks, such as steering the vessel, may only be 
done by one person at a time,sacting alone yet in concert with the whole ship. The rules 
under which these systems function are both simple and demanding. They are not the 
rules of the teacher or the school board or the government, but rather, rules of nature. 
The competition is with ignorance, ineptitude, and fear. By conquering these enemies, 
sail training enables us to produce winners without the usual need to produce a match- 
ing set of losers. 

Once under way, students begin the never-ending task of learning to work the ves- 
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sel in the interaction of two infinitely variable, yet inter-related realms of fluid dynamics, 
the atmosphere and the ocean. As more time is spent on board, the trainees learn to 
communicate precisely with a language born of the pragmatism of a thousand years of 
seafaring. They become comfortable with cause and effect, as well as sequencing, persis- 
tence, endurance, patience, and courage; all of which are very difficult traits to teach in 
a classroom. 

Much is being said today about the importance of self-esteem. Without a doubt, 
strong positive self-esteem is essential for personal maturity. Many remedies for low self- 
esteem have been offered to parents, teachers and others who work with youth. Most of 
these, if properly applied, do have some positive effect. However, the bottom line seems 
to be that positive self-esteem comes from knowing that you can do something that not 
everyone else can do and that you can do it well. It’s not just learning to sail, it’s what 
you learn from sailing. 

Let me tell you about Jay. I first met Jay when he came to our Mid City Alternative 
School as a second or third grader with a truly tragic personal background. He was so 
consumed with rage that he had been mis-diagnosed and placed in an autism program at 
his former school. Now enrolled at the Mid City Alternative School, only time could tell 
what would become of this troubled boy. 

Since I worked primarily as a secondary school teacher, I had little formal contact 
with Jay during his early years at the school. 1 only knew him through the occasional 
“enrichment” programs offered to the “little kids” such as model-making, videodrama, 
and gardening. By the time Jay entered the seventh or eighth grade, he was a gruff, 
explosive, stocky, muscular, clumsy introvert, whose spoken vocabulary consisted mostly 
of “shut up!”, “go away!” and “leave me alone!” shouted with the helpless intonation of 
a kid who saw himself as a loser, a victim of life's circumstances. 

It was this explosive, troubled young man whom | invited to participate in the 
school’s sailing program. Frankly, I felt some trepidation when he finally accepted my 
invitation and signed up for a one quarter, one afternoon a week, sailing class. Fortu- 
nately, about half of the students on board had been enrolled previously in the sailing 
class for one or more quarters, and thus abided by the “number one rule”: “No matter 
how you really feel about it, you will always treat every other member of the class as 
though you were best friends. No teasing, no ‘bagging’, no favorites.” I knew that no 
matter what Jay might say or how he might act, the students on board would accept 
him. 

Jay had a heck of a time that first day. It seemed as though he could not move 
about the boat without bumping into things. He appeared unable to heave on a line in 
sync with the other kids. Steering by sight was far beyond his abilities, not to mention 
steering by compass. Jay even spilled his cup of cocoa and dropped his piece of cake 
that afternoon. At the end of thatfirst day I thought that Jay would never want to come 
on board again. The fact that he returned the next week truly surprised me. (I had yet 
to discover his stubborn streak.) 

Jay continued to attend the sailing sessions. It took him nearly a year to learn to 
coil a halyard and hang it securely on a belaying pin, a task that most kids master on 
their second or third try. Despite such difficulties, Jay signed up for the class every 
quarter, and when the time arrived, he signed up for the annual week-long trip to Catali- 
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na. One of the landmark days that first year occurred on one drizzly afternoon daysail, 
when we presented Jay with a rather crudely decorated birthday cake we had baked 
aboard. “What's this for?” he demanded. “It’s your birthday, you fool!” one of his new 
friends replied, with a big grin. After a very long pause, Jay, with moist eyes and a very 
soft voice, said “Thanks.” 

Another landmark day occurred during Jay’s second year in the sailing program. 
One of the new kids was having trouble coiling a halyard and Jay startled all of us by 
jumping up from across the boat and shouting “Let me show him. I know how.” Jay, 
the boy who once had struggled so hard to learn how to coil a halyard, now had the 
confidence to teach someone else. 

Jay continued to grow into a confident and competent young man both aboard and 
ashore. One of my most treasured photos is one of Jay, taken in the eleventh grade, 
smiling confidently from the helm of a 100' schooner off the coast of Catalina. When 
Jay graduated, he asked me to present his diploma. I introduced him with these words: 
“I am proud to present this fine, handsome young man . . . a gentleman and a scholar . . 
. a poet and a good sailor . . . and my friend, Jay.” I assure you that these words came 
from my heart. They had to: I could not read my notes through my tears. 

I do not mean to suggest that the sailing program brought about all of the wonder- 
ful changes that took place within Jay. Sailing was only a part of it. The Mid City Alter- 
native School was, and still is, a fine school with a strong and dedicated staff. However, 
the sailing program did offer Jay a demanding yet impartial environment. The vessel 
and the sea did not know whom Jay used to be or what some one else thought of him. 
The rules of nature never change on you or favor the other guy. Jay is who he is today 
because he decided who he wanted to be and took charge of his own life. The sailing 
school teaches an individual to understand the systems, adapt to the circumstances, plot 
a course, and take command. The lessons that Jay and other students learned from the 
sail training program often changed their outlooks. As an educator, I also learned that, 
despite all the effort I put into developing laboratory to help my students understand 
the basics of physical science and engineering, nothing compares to the knowledge 
gained from practical experience. None of my best lab exercises with the finest class of 
gifted students can hold a candle to that full-size, hands-on, real-life, complicated, 
dynamic, obdurate contraption called a sailing vessel. So long as my crew and I are 
careful to use the correct terminology, the kids internalize these concepts in an integrat- 
ed fashion that will last for a learning lifetime. 

In the classroom we try to make the students at least memorize the names of 
things. We are delighted when some learn the process of doing something. On board, 
they usually demand to know not only what, but how and why. They wear us out with 
their numerous questions. While it is not surprising that many similar curricular exam- 
ples can be found on-board the life sciences and earth sciences, it may be surprising to 
learn how many street-tough kids “discover” poetry with my on board copy of Masefield, 
or, how many kids read their first book strictly for the fun of it from the ship’s library. 

A ship is a microcosm of the world ashore, and as a classroom, it is an unparalleled 
venue for interdisciplinary learning. For most kids, learning, interpreting and applying 
the maritime “rules of the road” is their first exposure to a system of regulations that is 
necessary, logical, beneficial, fair, and uniformly applied to everyone. This may seem triv-

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ial to some people, but to many of my inner-city kids, who usually see the “law” as the 
enemy, this is a first. 

Learning navigation and piloting is not only important for math and map reading 
skills, but when did you learn to weigh the options, select a destination, figure out how 
to get there safely and efficiently, and then do it? The other curricular connections are 
too numerous to list completely, but consider this example of a discussion which, with 
variations, is commonly heard on board: It usually starts with questions from the kids 
about the cargo carrying capacity of a passing ship along with questions about their 
speed. Next comes “How many crew?” “How much fuel do they use?” etc. If the ship car- 
ries 50,000 tons, that’s equal to 1,000 railroad cars, which is a train about ten miles 
long. Or if you would rather visualize it in highway big rigs, that’s about 2,500 tractor 
trailer combinations and that werks out to a convoy about fifty miles long. When the 
discussion branches off to air freight, the kids quickly determine that there probably 
aren’t enough cargo jets in the world to replace the ships we can see from where we 
are. And further, it couldn’t be done at all if the jet fuel had to be delivered by air. 

Now just where does all of this fit in the curriculum? Is it math or geography, com- 
merce, science, economics, history or all of these disciplines? The answer of course is 
that it is education in the round, not just schooling. The sailing vessel is an elegant plat- 
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The way to command is through mastery of those skills and tall ship captains 


have years of experience on many different vessels, 


form for the study of the planet in its entirety and the human interaction with and with- 
in it. 

For the purpose of education, we are fortunate to be operating out of Los Ange- 
les/Long Beach harbor, one of the world’s busiest harbors — and cleanest — commercial 
harbors. It is common to see gulls, terns, pelicans, cormorants, grebes and other sea 
birds feeding in the outer harbor between anchored ships. Sea lions abound and during 
their northward migration, gray whales are frequently spotted inside the harbor. It's 
almost as though mama whale is showing her new calf the sights on their way to the 
Bering Sea. A short distance offshore we generally encounter more species of birds, 
porpoise, sharks, pilot whales, and jelly fish. The list is endless and different on every 
trip. And of course the offshore island anchorage truly offers spectacular displays of 
wildlife. 

To be immersed amid such wildlife, while in close proximity to such diverse human 
enterprises as commercial fishing, sport fishing, manufacturing, cargo handling, bunker- 
ing, a naval base, research vessels, pleasure boating and people playing on the beach, is 
an education in environmental awareness. The kids soon recognize that informed deci- 
sion making is not easy and uninformed decision making is seldom satisfactory. Is there 
a more significant step in the development of responsible citizenship? 

The on board library is seen to be a valuable collection of references that are both

interesting and fun. In most cases, with only a few exceptions, the same books were in 
my classroom, where they were usually seen as “schoolbooks” of only artificial impor- 
tance. However, on board the ship, I’ve seen kids routinely look up a visiting ship in the 
daily Marine Exchange list of “Active Ships in Port” to see where the ship was from, 
where it was bound, and then dive into the on board copy of Goode’s World Atlas (a 
basic college reference) to research not only the geographic locations of the ports, but 
also the natural resources, the climate types, the economies, and the population distribu- 
tion of the countries or regions they serve — all so they could speculate and argue about 
the probable cargo the ship was carrying. 

Sail training is neither a new, untested technology, nor is it a quaint, anachronism 
lingering on only in stagnant, immobile societies. On the contrary, sail training is a 
vibrant growing field of endeavor throughout the world. Government-supported sail 
training programs abound in nations as different as Indonesia, India, Brunei, Germany, 
Japan, and the United Kingdom. Poland, Bulgaria, and several republics of the former 
Soviet Union have programs as well. In the Western hemisphere, national sail training 
vessels operate in Argentina, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, Ecuador, Mexico, the Unit- 
ed States, Uruguay, and Venezuela. 

In the United States, numerous sail training programs exist along the Atlantic 
Coast, the Gulf Coast, the Great Lakes, and the Pacific Northwest. While thousands of 
students have benefitted from programs, there are still too many students who have not 
had the opportunity to participate in such a beneficial educational opportunity. It has 
been observed that “the United States is a nation enormously rich in technology and yet 
desperately poor in experience.” As an experiential education endeavor, sail training is a 
demonstrably cost effective method to improve knowledge, skills, and attitudes. We have 
the kids, we have the need, we have the know-how. Let’s do it! 
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ASTA member vessels sail from just about every coastal state in the US! Each 
ship has a program unique to its history and environment. 


"LIFE ON THE TOLE MOUR' 


he following articles were written by five of the twenty-eight young cadets living and 

traveling on board Tole Mour. They are enrolled in OceanQuest Hawaii, a nonprof- 
it joint venture between Marimed Foundation of Honolulu, which owns Tole Mour, and 
VisionQuest National, Ltd. of Tucson, Arizona. “ 

Tole Mour is a 156't, 230 gross ton, three-masted topsail schooner, built in Seattle 
in 1988. From 1988 through 1992, Tole Mour supported primary health care programs 
in Micronesia, carrying teams of volunteer health care professionals to remote coral 
atolls in the Marshall Islands to train local community health workers, In 1990, 
Marimed began to include Hawaii “at risk” youth on its month-long medical trips in 
Micronesia, offering them a program combining sail training and community service. 

At the end of 1992, when the Marshall Islands Health Ministry assumed full respon- 
sibility for the health care programs Marimed had initiated in Micronesia, Tole Mour 
was given a new mission: to provide ocean-based treatment and education programs to 
adolescents who might otherwise be incarcerated or hospitalized. 

Today, 7ole Mour supports OceanQuest Hawaii, an offshoot of VisionQuest’s 
OceanQuest program. Through OceanQuest, VisionQuest has been providing sail train- 
ing to adjudicated adolescents for the past twelve years on its schooners Bill of Rights 
and New Way. ASTA recognized the excellence of the VisionQuest schooner program 
by naming it “Sail Training Program of the Year” in 1992. 

In addition to her twenty-eight cadets, Tole Mour is home for a professional crew 
and treatment staff of twenty-one, some provided by Marimed and some by VisionQuest. 
Four of the treatment staff are rated AB — they sail and share responsibility for watch 
standing and sail handling. 

Cadets spend from four to six months on Tole Mour, Their lifestyle is a demanding 
one. In addition to watch standing and shipboard maintenance, they average twenty-five 
hours per week in school, which is conducted in the mess in two sittings. Their life is 
also full of adventure. A nupber of cadets who joined the ship in Hawaii in March 
logged more than 10,000 miles during their time on board, visiting ports in California, 
Panama, Florida, Virginia, and the Great Lakes. 


“Life on the Tole Mour begins with an intensive orientation period. All cadets get 
time to travel, clean, and do other maintenance work. I think that everyone, cadets and 
staff, get something special for working hard, and for accomplishing something for 
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Sail training vessels are not just a pretty picture (and they are that!), they 


offer you the opportunity of a lifetime, 


themselves. 

You are required to know every line and knot on the ship. You need to know what 
that line or knot is for in any situation. If a sail becomes fouled up, you need to know 
which line to pull, before you get thrown off course. 

Our boat is clean and neat. We keep the boat clean so that we don’t live in a dirty 
environment. We like to feel clean, and look clean too! We sail often, and try to dock 
whenever possible. We see many places, and see different cultures and customs. I 
enjoy it. 

I think that whatever you put into the program, you get back doubled. You are 
suppose to make the best out of every situation? Well, in this case, the situation makes 
the best out of you.” Anthony Williams 


"As a cadet aboard the Tole Mour, it is sometimes hard to get along with the staff 
and other cadets. Being on a ship that is 150' long, you are going to see people more 
than you want. But all in all, the cadets take pride in the boat. 

In all, we are a good crew and Tole Mour is a wonderful boat. Even though I am 
the only Hawaiian, I am proud to represent the islands of my state. 

Some of the responsibilities on the boat include deck washes, hauling sails, and gal- 
ley detail. We have forty-nine crew aboard. We also have water makers and fishing 
lines so we can be self-supporting if we have to. 
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As an addition to the usual duties, there are four watches and four watch leaders to 
work the various shifts aboard the Tole Mour. The watch leaders learn how to navigate 
the seven seas and how to figure out positions, and cadets that show interest can also 
take these lessons. All cadets help steer the boat and all sea time is recorded for future 
use. Overall, 7ole Mour and the VisionQuest program is helping the future, and hope- 
fully will continue to do so for many years to come.” Josh Knepper 


“Life of the Tole Mour is a two way street. The good part is that you get to choose 
which way you want to go, because it can be whatever you make of it: negative or posi- 
tive, good or bad, it’s all up to you. 

If you are the type of person who hates traveling and doesn’t like working then 
maybe you wouldn't like the Tole Mour. First of all, life on the Tole Mour involves a lot 
of traveling from one port to the next, and sea sickness is traveling’s partner so beware. 
Secondly, there is a lot of work to be done and the only way to get it done is through 
teamwork. If you are lazy and don’t like working with people, don’t come aboard. On 
the other hand, if you like seeing different places, meeting new people, and do not mind 
being away from your family, then maybe you and me should trade places. 

The Tole Mour can also be a lot of fun. You get to swim in the middle of the 
ocean, see whales, sharks and different kinds of sea creatures and you get to see the 
world by sea. 

So there you have it. The two way street of the Tole Mour, but don’t just take my 
word for it. See it for yourself and maybe you will have a different opinion.” Kareem

“The Tole Mour is a great experience for us youths because this is probably the 
only chance in our lives to do something like this. And, this is probably the only place- 
ment that does something like this, and many of us cadets like being on the boat 
because we like more freedom. We get to talk and see different people from different 
places and see a lot of beautiful places and things. I think it is a good experience for 
me, and we learn a lot of things and get to do a lot of things like go out to see the city 
and things like that... and go out to a barbecue; well things like that we don’t do in 
camp or the wagon train. Well anyway, the staff and cadets are not respecting one 
another. It is like being out on the streets treating each other like enemies, But it 
shouldn’t be like that because we live together and see each other every single day that 
goes by. Well, even though things are a little out of hand, it’s okay because many of us 
make mistakes and get over it so this is like the name of the Tole Mour: The Gift of Life 
and Health.”

“Life on the Tole Mour ig very different than my life back home in southeastern 
Pennsylvania. Hauling on halyards and downhauls is not like pulling on a starter 
chord to a lawnmower or to my snowmobile, even though it makes both go. It just 
takes a little longer. Living under the deck of a sailing school vessel is so much differ- 
ent than a roof of a house. The people don’t always get along and things don’t always 
go right, but we all live like a family out here. We help each other as much as we need 
to so that we can try to enjoy most of our time away from our loved ones. 
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The road we drive on is not smooth and is almost always rough. It reminds me of 
my sixteen years at home. That is why this place is so great. It lets you look into the 
future and not into the past. They try to give you the learning as needed for the hustle 
and bustle of the outside world. Being on a watch from 11:00p.m. to 3:00a.m. doesn’t 
just make us work and sail the ship; it brings us together and shows us teamwork and 
togetherness. 

The main focus of the program is to work on our personal issues, but we all have a 
responsibility to sail the ship and to take care of her. It is our home and we need to 
keep it “ship shape”. I really enjoy my hard work on the ship, only for the simple fact 
that it lets me prove that I can do anything if I put my mind to it. I am also glad that I 
had the chance to be on the Tole Mour instead of jail because 1 had my eyes opened 
and the kick in the butt to make it in the outside world as I live the rest of my life.”

TAKE CHARGE OF YOUR 
SAIL TRAINING EXPERIENCE

E CHARGE OF YOUR SAIL TRAINING EXPERIENCE! As you think about a sail 
training experience, it is important to recognize who has responsibility for what, 
and especially what is your responsibility. One of the most important products of sail 
training is the development of a sense of judgment about what you can rely on for what, 
and how much. This applies to: the compass, the weather forecast, your shipmates, the 
depths on the chart, the strength of the anchor cable, the vigilance of the lookout on 
that other ship, and many other things. Sail training also builds a reasoned sense of 
self-reliance. All of this starts from the moment you begin to think about a voyage. 

Recognize who you are dealing with and what is included. When you book a sail 
training trip, you are dealing with the vessel owner or its representative — ASTA is not 
involved. You must evaluate whether the financial and business arrangements make 
sense for you. If there is connecting travel involved, for example, find out if you must 
make arrangements, or if it is somehow tied into those you have made with the vessel. 
What happens if you miss your ship because your plane is delayed, or vice versa? Do 
you need trip insurance? Have you confirmed with the vessel owner any possible cus- 
toms or immigration issues? Will you need a passport or a pre-purchased air ticket? 
You must seek out the answers to these questions. 

Make informed, responsible decisions about risk and safety, level of challenge, 
physical suitability and other important issues. One of the important reasons to embark 
on a sail training trip is to engage the world in a different, stimulating, and challenging 
way — if you wanted to stay warm and dry you should stay at home by the fireplace. 
Much of the point is to come face-to-face with the elements. At the very least this proba- 
bly means that you will find yourself wet, or chilled, or tired at some point in a challeng- 
ing voyage. But everyone’s threshold for this is different and you need to find out what 
you are likely to be experiencing in order to find out if it is well matched for you. 

Since the beginning of time, going to sea has been recognized as carrying an ele- 
ment of risk. These days, we more commonly think about risk in connection with high- 
way travel or aviation, but the'idea is the same: you get a pre-flight safety brief on an 
airliner, you get a lifeboat drill on a cruise ship. Part of the value of sail training is 
addressing these things head on. You need to decide whether you are comfortable with 
the combination of risks and safety measures connected with your proposed sail training 
trip. 

For example, will you be allowed to go aloft? Will trips in smaller craft be 
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involved? Will you be expected to stand watch at night? Do the physical demands of 
this ship’s experience match with your health and physical abilities? Are you on medica- 
tion that will (or may) become necessary during the voyage, or do you have a condition 
(for example, hemophilia or epilepsy) that may need special access to medical attention? 
If so, does the vessel operator know about this? Will you be able to get up and down 
ladders, in and out of your berth, and along a heeled-over deck? If there is an emer- 
gency, will you be needed to handle safety equipment or to help operate the vessel? 

Remember that sail training is often not intended to be like a vacation. Some ves- 
sel operators, on the other hand, may offer more leisurely voyages, where very little will 
be asked of you. You should arrive at a clear understanding of all these things with the 
vessel operator. 

In short, before sailing, you must satisfy yourself that the trip you are looking into 
is the right thing for you to do, considering safety and risk, suitability, challenge/com- 
fort, convenience, educational value, cost, and any other factors you consider important. 

Does ASTA have a hand in any of this? In a word, no! ASTA is your “bulletin 
board” to introduce you to opportunities. However, ASTA does not operate any vessels, 
and it has no ability to inspect or approve, nor even recommend vessels or programs 
because programs are constantly evolving and changing. 

ASTA is a nonprofit group with a small staff. It serves as a forum for the sail train- 
ing community, but it has no authority over what programs are offered, nor how vessels 
are operated. The information in this directory is supplied by the vessel operators, and 
ASTA cannot possibly verify all the information, nor visit the ships nor evaluate pro- 
grams. For these reasons, you must take the information in this Directory as a starting 
point only, subject to change and correction, and proceed from there directly with the 
vessel operator. ASTA is not an agent or business partner for the vessel operators, and 
is not a travel agent; in fact, some of the vessels listed have no relationship at all with 
ASTA. 

ASTA believes in the value of sail training as a concept, but remember, from the 
moment you take a step beyond looking at this book, the decision and the resulting 
experiences rest with you!

Adventure, a National Historic Land- 
mark and a living symbol of Gloucester’s 
great fishing heritage, provides programs 
and facilities for the pleasure and educa- 
tion of the public.

1940s and 1950s Adventure was known 
as a “highliner” (best fisherman) and a 
champion money-maker. When she 
stopped fishing in 1953, she was the last 
of the great Gloucester dory trawlers still 
in service. Originally fitted with an auxil- 
iary diesel engine, her engine was 
removed when she became a charter ves- 
sel. For twenty-seven years she sailed the 
coast of Maine as “Queen of the Wind- 
jammers.” 

In 1988 Adventure was presented to 
the people of Gloucester. Much restora-

tion work has been done rebuilding her 
port side and bow. Plans have been 
made for rebuilding the starboard side 
and the stern in order to obtain recertifi- 
cation by the Coast Guard.

November carrying a message of care and 
concern for Puget Sound waters, Adven- 
turess is owned and operated by the non- 
profit Sound Experience and offers envi- 
ronmental education, marine science and 
nautical science programs designed for 
youth and adults, groups and individuals. 
Scholarships are available. Adventuress 
meets or exceeds all U.S. Coast Guard 
standards for inspected passenger vessels 
and is at all times under the command of 
a licensed captain assisted by a staff of 
professional mariners, educators and 
trained volunteers. Safety is our highest 
priority. 

Adventuress was built for millionaire 
John Borden to gather Arctic specimens 
for a natural history museum. In January 
1913, she sailed from Maine for the 
Bering Sea via the Straits of Magellan, 
wintering in Puget Sound in 1913-14, 
From 1915 to 1952, she faithfully served 
the San Francisco Bar Pilots off the coast 
of California. Since 1959, Adventuress 
has provided outstanding educational 
programs on Puget Sound. She is desig- 
nated a National Historic Landmark.

The Delaware Bay Schooner Project 
is restoring a remnant of the era when 
prosperity and harvesting the resources 
of the Delaware Bay went hand in hand. 
The 1928 oyster schooner A. J. Meer- 
wald, expected to be under sail in the fall 
of 1995, is being returned to her original 
glory as a representative of the heyday of 
the Delaware Estuary’s productivity. She 
was one of hundreds of Delaware Bay 
oyster schooners that participated in the 
region’s multimillion dollar oyster indus- 
try and is a product of a shipbuilding 
industry in South Jersey that served as a 
mainstay of the local economy. 

Once restored, the schooner will sail 
her native waters carrying “deckloads” of 
people, providing access to the marine 
environment, education about the mar- 
itime heritage of the region and stressing 
the need for stewardship of the Bay’s 
environment. The restoration is being 
undertaken on the banks of the Maurice 
River where the schooner spent much of 
her career. Volunteer work parties held 


on weekends are augmented by a profes- 
sional team of shipwrights working 
through the week. 

While the vessel is being restored, 
educational programs related to the 
resources of the Delaware Bay are being 
offered to the general public and school 
groups. An exhibit entitled "Maritime 
Traditions of the Delaware Bay" is 
housed at the Schooner Center in Port 
Norris, and will serve as a land-based 
introduction to the Bay for people taking 
a sail on the authentically restored A. J. 
Meerwald. =

The Alexandria Seaport Foundation 
expanded in the last two years to include 
a wide range of programs in two general 
areas: its Boatbuilding School and the 
Schooner Alexandria. While its pro- 
grams are open to anyone, the organiza- 
tion focuses its sail training, maritime 
skills building and boatbuilding programs 
to youth, especially youth-at-risk. 

Operated and maintained by a volun- 
teer crew, and originally constructed in 
Sweden in 1929, the Alexandria, is bene- 
fiting from an extensive renovation begun 
in 1993. The volunteer crew gained 
extensive experience with a total down- 
rig, including masts and spars, and the 
installation of RADAR, LORAN and GPS 


provided through BOAT/U.S. in 1993.

Work in 1994 expanded to include a 
refastening of the hull below the water- 
line, installation of a new engine provided 
by Volvo-Penta, and re-installation of its 
square-top rig. 

The ship operated between New 
Orleans and Boston in 1993 and 1994, 
with its adult volunteer crew and youth 
sea cadets. Cadets aboard ship pursue a 
hands on training program, and receive 
qualification at the level they attain. 
Cadets in 1994 participated in the rigging 
and flying of the square topsails last 
flown in 1986, Adult crew are encour- 
aged to work towards receiving or 
upgrading Coast Guard licenses. Timber 
cutting crews log, mill and dry lumber for 
future plank replacement, with the inten- 
tion of pursuing an ambitious sailing 
schedule with the Alexandria for years to 
come, 

A youth crew from the Boatbuilding 
School is currently constructing a 
Potomac River Dory Boat, the first of its 
type built since the early 1950s, At forty- 
two feet in length, this boat will be used 
for sail training and environmental stud- 
ies on the Potomac River. The Potomac 


Former name ex-Lindo, ex-Yngve. 
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River Dory Boat was analogous to the 
Skipjack on the Chesapeake Bay, and 
plied its trade in fishing, crabbing, and 
hauling cargo for decades up and down 
the River. 

The Boatbuilding School maintains 
a year-round schedule of workshops and 
classes, including bronze casting and 
forging, traditional wooden boat con- 
struction, lofting, kayak construction, and 
related topics. Youth/Adult teams con- 
tinue the construction of Alexandria 
Class dinghies. These are eleven foot 
skiffs for rowing and sailing, built and 
operated by youth with an adult mentor. 
As well, the Boatbuilding School has 
completed two 24-foot lapstrake rowing 
gigs used for on the water shows and 
rowing competitions. 

The Alexandria Seaport Foundation 
provides speakers for community organi- 
zations interested in maritime topics, and 
acquires artifacts and historic vessels for 
its collections. The Schooner Alexandria 
is also available for dockside receptions 
and specialty charters. The Federalist, 
acquired by the Foundation this year, is 
featured elsewhere in the directory.

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The vision quest — a challenging 
wilderness experience — represented the 
Plains Indians youth’s passage from ado- 
lescence to adulthood. For angry and 
troubled twentieth-century youths, there 
is often no clear-cut understanding of the 
responsibilities of adulthood, rather there 
is the confusion of adolescence. Vision- 
Quest provides programs that stress chal- 
lenge, honor, self-discipline, and the work

The VisionQuest sailing camps and 
OceanQuest have proven themselves to 
be extremely effective. The basic tenets 
of sail training, the development of a 
sense of responsibility, rigorous self-disci- 
pline and respect for authority are the 
basic treatment aims for a majority of 
troubled youth.

The original schooner Bluenose, 
built in 1921, was a typical Grand Banks 
fishing schooner, from Nova Scotia. In 
those days, a schooner’s primary objec- 
tives were twofold: to get her cod to mar- 
ket quickly in order to realize a good 
price, and more importantly, to put in a 
good performance in the big Internation- 
al Fishermen’s Races between Canada 
and the USA. Bluenose won the cup for 
Canada several times and became so 
famous that her likeness became a 
national emblem, depicted on stamps and 
coins in much the same way as the maple 
leaf. Eventually Bluenose had to be sold 
and continued to sail as a trader in the 
West Indies, where she ran onto a coral 
reef in 1946 and became a total loss. 

Bluenose II was built in memory of 
the original schooner from the original 
plans and by the same yard. The only dif- 
ference lies in the accommodation plan; 
this time the interior space is taken up by 
larger accommodations for the eighteen- 
member crew. The navigation instru- 
ments are of the most up-to-date type.

The Bounty was built in 1960 by 
MGM Studios to be used in filming the 
movie Mutiny on the Bounty. To make 
the movie, she sailed 7,000 miles from 
her construction site in Nova Scotia to 
Tahiti. The Bounty anchored in Matavai 
Bay near the same location used in 1788 
by its namesake, with Lieutenant Bligh as 
Captain. After going on tour to England 
and visiting the New York World’s Fair, 
the Bounty was permanently moored in 
St. Petersburg, Florida in June 1965, and 
became a popular tourist attraction. 

In 1986, as part of the MGM Studios 
library, the Bounty was purchased by 
Turner Broadcasting System, Inc. Short- 
ly afterwards the Bounty was refitted, a 
new crew assembled, and once again 
went to sea. She participated in Liberty 
Weekend’s Operation Sail ‘86 in Philadel- 
phia with 200 other tall ships, toured the 
East and West coasts, the Great Lakes, 
and was used in several movies through 
the summer of 1991. 

In 1993, following many months of 
planning and negotiations, Turner Broad- 
casting System, Inc. donated the Bounty 
to the Fall River Area Chamber Founda- 
tion, Inc. The ship was readied for the 
ocean voyage and sailed with an all vol- 
unteer crew from Miami to Fall River, vis- 
iting the ports of Norfolk, New York, 
Bridgeport, New London and Newport. 

The Bounty is operated by the Tall 
Ship Bounty Foundation, Inc. with a mis- 
sion to provide specialized support to the 
community, the state and the nation in 
the fields of education, environmental

research, historic preservation and busi- 
ness development. During the first year 
at her new homeport Bounty became an 
integral part of the educational curricula 
of area-wide sixth grade students and 
began development of educational pro- 
grams with local universities,

She 
has participated in several Bermuda races 
and, in 1933, made a transatlantic cross- 
ing from Nantucket Lightship to Bishop's 
Rock in a record fifteen days, one hour, 
twenty-three minutes. In World War II, 
she served with the Coast Guard, and 
after the war she was refitted as a yacht 
by Briggs S. Cunningham, who gave her 
to the Mystic Seaport in 1953 to be used 
as a training vessel. She is equipped with 
a 97-hp diesel engine, ship-to-shore radio, 
radio direction finder, radar, and other 
up-to-date navigational aids.

The Californian is a re-creation of 
the 1849 Campbell-class Revenue Marine 
Cutter, C. W. Lawrence. She was 
launched in time for the 1984 Olympic 
Parade of Traditional Ships in Long 
Beach, California. The founders of the 
Nautical Heritage Society have developed 
the Californian’s programs out of a dedi- 
cated belief that traditional sail training 
is a unique and valuable form of educa- 
tion. 

Time spent aboard the Californian, 
far from the distractions of modern life, is 
time that will be remembered the entire 
life of every cadet. In a small wooden 
world they find themselves totally 
immersed in their surroundings, yet open 
to experience the forces of nature and 
develop skills that directly relate to life 
ashore.

Running Free 
Running Free is ASTA’s bimonthly newsletter and is a benefit of membership 
for all levels of membership. Running Free is the most important forum for 
reporting on the work of ASTA and its members. 
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The Clearwater is the only full-sized 
replica of the eighteenth- and nineteenth- 
century cargo- and passenger-carrying 
vessels known as Hudson River sloops. 
Since 1969, Clearwater has served both 
as a platform for hands-on environmental 
education and as a symbol for grassroots 
action. The sloop is owned and operated 
by Hudson River Sloop Clearwater, Inc., 
a non-profit membership organization 
dedicated to defending and restoring the 
Hudson River and related waterways. 

Between April and November, the 
sloop sails seven days a week, carrying 
groups of up to fifty passengers for three- 
to five-hour education programs. Passen- 
gers, whether children or adults, take 
part in a wide range of activities involv- 
ing water life, water chemistry, sail-rais- 
ing, steering, piloting and more, A U.S. 
Coast Guard licensed captain is in charge, 
and an education specialist directs the 
program. The permanent crew of first, 
second and third mates, bosun, engineer 
and cook are complemented by two 
apprentices, an education assistant and 
six volunteers. 

Sail training opportunities aboard 
Clearwater include the apprentice and 
education assistant position as well as the 
berths devoted to volunteers. The 
apprenticeships are open to anyone age 
sixteen and over, regardless of experi- 
ence. Two apprentices are selected each

month throughout the year. During their 
month on board, apprentices are given in- 
depth training in many aspects of sailing 
and maintaining a wooden ship and in 
the education program. The education 
assistant serves two months; the first con- 
centrates on sail training, and the second 
is dedicated to education. 

Each week, six new volunteers join 
the sloop. Because many have never 
sailed before, they are all given a six-hour 
introduction to the sloop soon after 
boarding. Clearwater’s volunteers play a 
vital role in the operation of the vessel 
and in the education program. Many of 
the sloop’s crew first came aboard as vol- 
unteers. Clearwater carries more than 
two hundred volunteer crew each year.

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USS Constitution is open year- 
round, rain or shine, for free public tours 
led by active-duty U.S. Navy sailors in 
1812 uniforms at the Boston National 
Historical Park, Charlestown Navy Yard. 
“Old Ironsides” is the oldest commis- 
sioned warship afloat in the world. The 
Constitution is one of six ships ordered 
by President George Washington for con- 
struction to protect America’s growing 
maritime interests in the 1790s. Consti- 
tution soon earned widespread renown 
for her ability to punish French priva- 
teers in the Caribbean and thwart Bar- 
bary pirates of the Mediterranean. The 
ship’s greatest glory came during the 
War of 1812 when she defeated four 
British frigates. During the battle against 
HMS Guerriére in 1812, seamen watched 
British cannon balls glance off her 21”- 
thick oak hull, and gave her the famous 
nickname, “Old Ironsides.” 

In the 1830s, the ship was slated to 
be broken up, but a public outcry 
sparked by a poem by Oliver Wendell 
Holmes saved her. Over the following 
century, the ship undertook many mili- 
tary assignments, including circumnavi- 
gating the world and acting as both a bar- 


racks and training ship. She was 
restored in 1927 with contributions from 
the nation’s school children. After a final 
tour during which she was towed coast- 
to-coast, in 1934 she was moored in her 
homeport, the Charlestown Navy Yard. 

In order to ensure even weathering 
at the pier, every Fourth of July she is 
maneuvered into Boston Harbor for the 
Turnaround Cruise and 21-gun salute in 
honor of the nation’s birthday. Although 
she has been repaired several times, her 
basic lines have not been altered nor the 
ship’s symbolic value reduced, and the 
ship accurately depicts.a U.S. Navy ship 
of the War of 1812, the period of greatest 
reknown for Constitution. Nearby, the 
Constitution Museum and the World War 
II destroyer Cassin Young, operated by 
the National Park Service, are also open 
to the public.

It is on the decks and in the rigging 
of the USCG Bark Eagle that the young 
men and women of the Coast Guard 
Academy get a first taste of salt air and a 
life at sea. From this experience, they 
develop a respect for wind and water that 
they carry throughout their lifetime. In 
the Eagle, cadets have a chance to apply 
the navigation, engineering and other 
training they receive at the Coast Guard 
Academy. As underclassmen, they fill 
positions normally taken by the enlisted 
crew of a ship, including watches at the 
helm. They handle the more than 20,000 
square feet of sail and more than 20 
miles of rigging. Over 200 lines must be 
coordinated during a major ship maneu- 
ver, and the cadets must learn the name 
and function of each line. As upperclass- 
men, they perform functions normally 
handled by officers guiding the ship and 
serving as the leaders they will one day 
become in the Coast Guard. 

Eagle is one of five sister ships built 
by the Blohm & Voss Shipyard to the

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The bark Elissa was built by Alexan- 
der Hall and Sons in Aberdeen, Scotland, 
in 1877. Her riveted iron hull has put to 
sea under five flags during her ninety- 
year commercial career: English, Norwe- 
gian, Swedish, Finnish and Greek. She 
has traveled the world many times over. 

Discovered in the Mediterranean by 
archaeologist Peter Throckmorton, the 
ship lay in a Greek scrapper’s yard when 
the Galveston Historical Foundation pur- 
chased her in 1975. The Foundation is a 
broad-based community organization 
which exists to preserve and promote the 
material history and culture of Texas’s 
oldest port city. The ship was acquired 
to focus attention on the link between 
the city and the sea, and to enhance the 
experience of the visitor to the historic 
port city. 

Over a period of seven years, the 
ship was completely restored to her origi- 
nal configuration and rig. The Founda- 
tion committed early in the project to 
maintaining the ship as an active sailing 
vessel, and in 1982 she put to sea under 
sail for the first time in many decades, 
Continuing improvements to the ship 
have included the installation of auxiliary 
power and watertight bulkheads, 
enabling her to come under U.S. Coast 
Guard inspection as a yacht. 

Elissa spends most of her time as a 


dockside attraction at the new Texas Sea- 
port Museum. A large, active corps of 
volunteers work to maintain the vessel 
and interpret her to the museum’s tens of 
thousands of visitors. Dockside demon- 
strations, overnight youth programs, and 
special events and festivals are major 
components of the interpretive calendar. 
The ship puts to sea every year for a 
series of “sea trials”: day sails in the Gulf 
of Mexico, Except for professional offi- 
cers, her crew is composed entirely of vol- 
unteers who have completed an extensive 
training program at the dock. Each year 
a pool of fifty to seventy five people learn 
the ropes and are put to the test of han- 
dling the ship under sail during her tri- 
als. 

Elissa has made longer voyages: 
tours of Gulf Coast ports several times, 
and her very special voyage to New York 
for Operation Sail 1986/Salute to Liberty 
for the centennial of the Statue of Liber- 
ty. These voyages occur on an irregular 
basis as the mission of the Foundation 
and funding permit.

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Elizabeth II is a public vessel, 
owned and operated by the state of North 
Carolina, and maintained at the Elizabeth 
II State Historic Site. Built with private 
funds to commemorate America’s 400th 
anniversary, Elizabeth II is representa- 
tive of those vessels that brought the first 
English colonists to settle on these 
shores during the Roanoke voyages. 
Between 1584 and 1587, Sir Walter 
Raleigh sponsored several voyages to the 
New World. The first was to reconnoiter 
the area, while the second was to estab- 
lish a military colony. Founding a perma- 
nent settlement was the objective of a 
later voyage. 

Elizabeth II is named for a vessel 
which sailed from Plymouth, England, to 
Roanoke Island in the second expedition 
in 1585. She probably carried marines, 
colonists and supplies to be used in 
establishing a military garrison to sup- 
port England’s claim to the New World, 

The sail training program at the 
Elizabeth II is designed to give volunteer 
crew applicants and members the oppor- 
tunity to learn as well as preserve our six- 
teenth-century maritime heritage. In 
addition to classroom instruction and

dockside training, volunteer crew mem- 
bers also learn and participate in the care 
and maintenance of wooden vessels. The 
ship’s boat, Silver Chalice, is utilized for 
underway training; it also travels with 
Elizabeth II when she sails. Voyages are 
scheduled during the spring and fall sea- 


sons. 

Sponsorship for the volunteer crew 
program is provided by the Friends of 
Elizabeth II, Inc., a non-profit organiza- 
tion dedicated to supporting the Eliza- 
beth II State Historic Site. Membership 
in the friends is a requirement for all 
crew. Benefits include free admission, 
guest passes, ship’s store discounts and 
the newsletter, “Bos’n’s Call.”

The Ernestina was built as the Effie 
M. Morrissey, a Grand Banks fishing 
schooner, in 1894, an era of extreme 
pride in craftsmanship. She fished the 
Grand Banks both winter and summer for 
more than twenty-five years. Captain Bob 
Bartlett, shipmaster for Admiral Peary in 
his quest for the North Pole, acquired 
her for Arctic exploration in 1925. Under 
Bartlett, the Effie M. Morrissey went 
north for the next twenty years, including 
a stint in the U.S. Navy during World 
War II. 

After the war, she was purchased by 
Captain Henrique Mendes to bring immi- 
grants to the United States from the Cape 
Verde Islands off West Africa. She 
became the last regular Atlantic sailing 
packet, making twelve 8,000-mile round 
trips from the Cape Verde Islands to 
southern New England carrying goods 
and passengers back and forth up until 
1965. In 1982 she was given by the 
Republic of Cape Verde to the people of 
the United States as a symbol of the close 
ties between the lands, and the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts was selected to 


hold the ship’s title. 

Ernestina’s seasons of training and 
sea experience involve people of all ages 
and walks of life. Education programs 
and voyages include coastwise programs 
for inner city youth, organizational lead- 
ership seminars, public and private 
school trips, dockside programs, and 
community-based education and sesr- 
vices. Both dockside and under way, the 
vessel’s educational programs and semi- 
nars are tailored to meet the specific 
needs of schools, colleges and other edu- 
cational and cultural organizations. Staff 
educators coordinate and complement 
programs and activities, some of which 
take place under sail and others at 
Ernestina’s many ports of call. The ship 
continues to make history as a cultural

resource rich in tradition and diversity, 
often serving as memorable setting for 
civic, social and corporate events.

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Federalist is a full-size replica of a 
miniature ship built in Baltimore in 1788 
to celebrate the state of Maryland’s ratifi- 
cation of the United States Constitution. 
Under the command of Captain Joshua 
Barney, the original Federalist sailed 
from Baltimore to Mount Vernon where 
she was presented to General George 
Washington as a gift from the merchants 
of Baltimore. She sank in a hurricane a 
short time later. 

The replica Federalist was built by 
members of the Potomac Maritime Histor- 
ical Society, and was christened at the 
Alexandria Red Cross Waterfront Festival 
in June of 1987. Since then, she has par- 
ticipated in many nautical events in 
Alexandria and elsewhere. In April 1988, 


Federalist became the first square-rigger 
in history to sail in Washington’s Tidal 
Basin. She was also present at the 
launching of the Pride of Baltimore II. 
In May and June of 1988, she recreated 
the voyage of her 1788 namesake from 
Baltimore to Mount Vernon. 
Federalist was present at the parade 
of sail in New York harbor on July 4, 
1992, and also participated with her fel- 
_ 
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low tall ships in the summer’s events in 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and Boston. In 
addition to her sailing role in these ports, 
she was also part of ASTA’s dockside 
demo program, which offers the public 
hands-on appreciation of what it’s like to 
sail a tall ship. 

Despite her small size, the replica 
Federalist is a fully operational square- 
rigged sailing vessel. She is equipped 
with a 3.5 hp engine which allows her to 
maintain station with other vessels in 
nautical parades and pageants. Unlike

her larger sisters, however, Federalist is 
also at home on land. She frequently 
participates in street parades, riding on a 
decorated trailer and pulled by her crew 
using special traces. For period events 
such as the George Washington birthday 
parade, the crew marches in eighteenth- 
century sailors’ uniforms. 

Federalist flies the flags of Virginia, 
Maryland and the District of Columbia, 
the three jurisdictions adjoining the 
upper Potomac. The District flag, nor- 
mally flown on the mizzen mast, also 
honors George Washington, whose coat- 
of-arms inspired the flag’s design.

This vessel was built in 1947 in 
Thomaston by Newbert and Wallace for 
the Stinson Canning Company and 
named for Mr. Stinson’s daughter — Lou 
Ann. It was originally used as a sardine 
carrier with a pilot house aft and single 
mast with a steadying sail. The Lou Ann 
always fished for Stinson Canning Com- 


pany and was later converted to a herring 
seiner and carrier with a pilot house for- 
ward. The hull was constructed from 
double sawn oak frames and long leaf yel- 
low pine planking. The Lou Ann was 
always well maintained by her owners. 
She worked well and hard in her years in 
the sardine (herring) fishing business. 

The career of the Lou Ann as a fish- 
ing vessel ended tragically in July, 1991, 
when in coming back with a full load of 
herring in a heavy fog, she struck a ledge 
off of Prospect Harbor and sank in seven- 
ty feet of water. Although the vessel was 
raised the next day and the herring sal- 
vaged, the canning company decided not 
to rebuild the seriously damaged hull. 
Captain Pagels saw the possibilities in the 
shapely hull with schooner like lines and 
purchased the Lou Ann in August of 
1991. After putting new plywood patches 
over the holes in the hull, the vessel was 
floated off from where she had been 
grounded out. 

Initially, the renamed schooner 
Francis Todd was towed to Bar Harbor 
where the pilot house and engine were 
removed, (The pilot house is at the Cap-

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tain’s home in Cherryfield.) In October, 
1991, the Francis Todd was towed to 
Southwest Harbor and the hull stripped 
of all its gear. In November, the vessel 
was hauled out at the Hinckley Yard. 
From November, 1991, to May, 1992, the 
hull was completely rebuilt. In the inter- 
est of seeing a local wooden vessel 
restored, the Hinckley Yard allowed Cap- 
tain Pagels’ carpentry crew to do the 
rebuilding of the schooner at their yard 
and they were exceptionally supportive 
during the project. 

Because of damage from grounding 
out on the ledge, the outer oak keel had 
been torn off and had to be entirely 
replaced, as well as many planks and 
frames. Due to the age and service of the 
vessel, major rebuilding was done to the 
deck frames, sheer clamp and shelf as 
well as repairing and adding new water- 
tight bulkheads. 

Captain Pagels designed a new 
two-masted gaff schooner rig with top- 
sails for the former sardine carrier. With 
the restoration now fully complete, the 
Francis Todd is running three trips daily 
sailing from the Bar Harbor Inn Pier.

H” MOON (HALVE MAEN) 


The original Half Moon (or Halve 
Maen) was built in 1608 by the Dutch 
East India Company, which chose her for 
Henry Hudson’s third exploring voyage. 
Her voyages of exploration made her one 
of the most traveled ships of her day and 
one of the best-known ships in the world 
today. Her 1609 voyage led to the Dutch 
founding of “Nieu Nederlandt” in 1614, 
comprising the present states of Con- 
necticut, Delaware, New Jersey, New York 
and Pennsylvania.

Mystic Seaport’s Sail Education Pro- 
gram offers young people the rare experi- 
ence of living aboard the squarerigged 
ship Joseph Conrad as they learn sailing, 
seamanship, rowing, navigation and the 
arts of the sailor. The emphasis is on 
learning by doing and working together 
as a crew, while living aboard this famous 
ship which is permanently berthed at 
Mystic Seaport Museum. 

Built in Copenhagen as the Georg 
Stage, this illustrious vessel served as a 
school ship for the Danish merchant ser- 
vice until 1934, when she was purchased 
by the well-known Australian sea captain 
and author, Alan Villiers, who renamed 
her Joseph Conrad and sailed her around 
the world.

The brig Lady Washington was a 
ranging tender and consort to the Colum- 
bia Rediviva, the first American ship to 
circumnavigate the globe. The two ships 
left Boston for the lucrative fur trade of 
the uncharted Pacific Northwest on Octo- 
ber 1, 1787. While in command of the 
Columbia Rediviva, Captain Robert Gray 
later discovered the Columbia River and 
Gray’s Harbor. 

During the stormy passage around 
Cape Horn, Gray in the Lady Washing- 


ton and Captain John Kendrick in the 
Columbia Rediviva became separated. 
Gray, clearly more decisive, arrived first 
at Nootka Sound on Vancouver Island, 
and after Kendrick arrived, they swapped 
ships. Kendrick engaged the Lady Wash- 
ington in the fur trade with China, At 
Macao he had her re-rigged from a single- 
masted sloop to a two-masted brig, with 
both masts square rigged. Under 
Kendrick’s command, the Lady Washing- 
ton was the first flag flying the Stars and 
Stripes to visit Japan, and logged eight

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years of trading between Macao and Can- 
ton and the Pacific Northwest. 

Built primarily of old-growth Dou- 
glas fir, the recreation of Lady Washing- 
ton is the largest sailing replica built on 
the West Coast. The new vessel is as 
close to the original Lady Washington as 
historical records and U.S. Coast Guard 
regulations will allow. Launched in 
March 1989, she was licensed by the U.S.

These replicas of the Nina, the 
Pinta, and the Santa Maria are the ships 
that toured the gulf and East coasts of 
the U.S. in the spring and summer of 
1992, for the Quincentenary of Christo- 
pher Colombus’ first voyage west. The 
ships were built by the Spanish govern- 
ment to retrace his voyage to the New 
World to create a greater awareness and 
understanding of the links that unite 
Spain and America. 

The Corpus Christi Museum of Sci- 
ence and History houses artifacts from 
one of the oldest known Spanish ship- 
wrecks in the western hemisphere.

The skipjack Norfolk was built at 
Deal Island, Maryland, in 1900 and chris- 
tened the George W. Collier. She plied 
her trade, dredging oysters, for many 
years. Under Maryland law, then and 
now, oysters could be harvested from the 
Chesapeake Bay only under sail. Thus, 
an active fleet of skipjacks still survives 
on the upper Bay. Skipjacks were intro- 
duced on the Bay in about 1860. They 
are identified by their hard chines, large 
centerboard, sloop rig, and a foresail set 
on a bowsprit. 

In the 1960's, the Allegheny Bever- 
age Company purchased the skipjack, 
repaired her, and rechristened her the 
Allegheny. She sailed the Chesapeake 
Bay under that name as an ambassador 
for ecology until, in 1978, she was donat- 
ed to the City of Norfolk and rechris- 
tened the Norfolk. The Norfolk was 
rebuilt and refitted as a result of a city 
grant from the Dalis Foundation in 1990. 
She is now operated by the City of Nor- 
folk Parks and Recreation Department in

The Pioneer was built as an iron 
sloop in 1885 by the Pioneer Iron Com- 
pany of Marcus Hook, Pennsylvania. She 
was the first iron sloop built in the Unit- 
ed States, and is the only surviving Amer- 
ican iron-hulled sailing vessel. 

Pioneer spent her first ten years 
bringing sand from various points on the 
Delaware River to a large iron foundry in 
Chester, Pennsylvania. Converted to a 
schooner in 1895, she continued to haul 
sand on the Delaware for a plaster com- 
pany until 1900. She was operated by 
stone merchants for three more years 
before receiving an engine. She contin- 
ued to haul raw materials: coal, lumber, 
brick, and eventually oil. She was towed 
to Massachusetts in 1930, and worked as 
a small tanker in Boston and New Bed- 
ford until 1956, when the old iron-riveted 
hull became so porous that tanker certifi- 
cation was no longer possible. She then 
went to work for a marine contracting 
company in Woods Hole, Massachusetts. 


After several more years, her hull 
had deteriorated to the point where she 


was unserviceable. In 1966 her owner, 
Dan Clark, realizing her history, sold the 
hull to his friend Russell Grinnell, Jr., a 
dockbuilder from Gloucester, Massachu- 
setts. Grinnell saw her through a com- 
plete restoration to a functional schooner 
based on traditional usage, but taking 
advantage of more modern materials. He 
used Pioneer in his dock building busi- 
ness until his death in 1970; shortly 
thereafter, she was donated to the South 
Street Seaport Museum. For her first 
years there, she carried New York City

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residents of drug rehabilitation centers 
up the New England coast for two weeks 
at a time. 

The Pioneer is now dedicated to 
recreating nineteenth-century sailing for 
the public. She offers public sails, pri-

Providence is a full-sized replica of 
John Paul Jones’s first command, the ex- 
merchant vessel Katy, and the first ship 
selected by the Colonial Navy. The origi- 
nal Providence carried twelve guns and 
was so successful in her campaign 
against the British that she became 
known as the “Lucky Sloop.” All told 
she sank or captured forty fighting ships, 
most of which greatly exceeded her in 
fire power as well as crew and tonnage.

Robertson II is the flagship of the 
SALTS fleet and one of the last Canadian 
fishing schooners built for the trade. 
Launched in 1940 in Nova Scotia, she 
represents a valuable link with Canada’s 
maritime past. Massively constructed of 
pine and oak, she originally worked the 
Grand Banks with 20 men and eight 
dories. In 1974, she set sail for Victoria 
to start life again as a sail training vessel 
for young people. Over the past years 
she has been extensively refitted and 
returned to her historic rig. 

Unlike her sister training ship, Pacif- 
ic Swift, she remains in Pacific Northwest 
waters throughout the sailing season, 
March to October. Spring and fall are 
taken up with group sail training trips 


involving schools, scouts, and similar 
youth programs, At the heart of SALTS’ 
programs lie the extended sailing trips 
which take place during the summer 
months. Young people from all walks of 
life come together and learn to live and 
work as a team despite differing social 
and economic backgrounds. Ten days in 
duration, each trip is made up of twenty 
to thirty trainees, plus the regular ship’s 
crew of master, mate, and watch officers.

SoundWaters is a non-profit envi- 
ronmental organization dedicated to the 
restoration and preservation of Long 
Island Sound. Its most visible platform is 
the SoundWaters, a floating classroom 
on Long Island Sound. SoundWaters’ 
education program offers a multi-discipli- 
Nary approach to education and includes 
graduate-credit courses for educators. 

The SoundWaters sails port-to-port 
in Connecticut and Westchester County 
and Long Island, New York, from April

Spirit of Massachusetts is modeled 
after the fishing schooner Fredonia, 
which was designed by Edward Burgess 
in 1889 and was popular for its beautiful 
appearance and speed through the water. 
The design is typical of the Gloucester 
fishing schooners of the late nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries, the “fast 
and able” vessels which plied the rich 
Grand Banks and Georges Bank. 

New England Historic Seaport, a 
non-profit corporation, has been conduct- 
ing sail training programs since 1979. At 
first, this was done aboard chartered ves- 
sels. Then, in April of 1983, the keel of a 
new ship of their own was laid. A year 
later, Spirit of Massachusetts was 
launched. A wide variety of timber from 
many regions of the United States was 
used in the construction, including green- 
heart, white oak, long-leaf yellow pine, 
hackmatack and tall Douglas fir for the 
masts. She was also authentically rigged 
using the finest natural fibers available. 
While traditional in design and construc- 
tion, Spirit of Massachusetts was built to

meet all current safety requirements, and 
she is fully licensed by the U.S. Coast 
Guard to carry passengers. 

On Spirit of Massachusetts, students 
participate in the operation of a tradition- 
al vessel, learning many skills including 
basic seamanship and navigation, with an 
introduction to the ocean’s resources. In 
addition, each program has a unique 
theme. The skills acquired in sea experi- 
ence under sail are personal ones: leader- 
ship, self-reliance, confidence and flexibili- 
ty to successfully meet a variety of chal- 
lenges both afloat and ashore.

The STV St. Lawrence IJ is a pur- 
pose-built sail training vessel operating 
primarily on the Great Lakes. She has 
been sailing since 1956 and her owners 
believe that hard work and responsibility 
at a young age creates better citizens for 
the future. She has a complement of 
twenty-nine, comprised of eighteen new 
trainees, three petty officers, bosun’s 
mate, bosun, chef, three watch officers, 
and an executive officer, all between the 
ages of thirteen and eighteen. The cap- 
tain is the only adult aboard. 

Trainees in the St. Lawrence’s 
hands-on program are encouraged to 
learn by doing, and progress is monitored 
by the new Canadian Sail Training Asso- 
ciation grade standards. Officers are grad- 
uates of Brigantine, Inc.’s winter training 
program in which they attend lectures on 
seamanship, navigation and safety, and 
ship’s systems, while doing the bulk of 
the maintenance on the ship. Every year 
the ship sails over 4,000 miles, spends in 
excess of forty full nights at sea and

“On Saturday, the twentieth of 
December in the yeere 1606, the fleet fell 
from London,” wrote George Percy, who 
kept an account of the voyage to Vir- 
ginia.

Built in 1913, Virginia is a Q-Class 
sloop designed to race under the Univer- 
sal Rule developed by Nathaniel Her- 
reshoff in 1901. Indeed the Q-Class boats 
were so fast that they were required to 
sail as a separate class within the Univer- 
sal Rule. One of the few yachts named to 
the National Register of Historic Places 
(1991), Virginia has been actively sailed 
throughout her long career and is a 
three-time winner of the Chicago-Mack- 
inac Race, winner of the Milwaukee, 
South Shore Yacht Club “Virginia Series” 
~ which takes its name from the boat — 
and more than thirty smaller cups.

She 
was the largest schooner ever operated 
by the Bar Pilots, and worked in that 
capacity through wartime and in peace 
until 1972. She was purchased again in 
1975 by a group of young craftsmen 
experienced in wooden boat restoration 
who stepped a new 105’ main mast and 
95’ foremast in 1982, bent on 7,000 
square feet of new Dacron sails and 
restored her maiden name, Zodiac.

Like many good ideas, Toronto Brigantine was founded by happy coincidence. 
During the Christmas holidays in 1960, a Toronto businessman, J. Garfield Lorriman, 
and his wife Mary, were impressed by a film about the great Norwegian sail training ship 
Christian Radich. When the Lorrimans and a group of their friends set about research- 
ing the possibility of building a sail training vessel for Toronto they discovered the St. 
Lawrence II, built in Kingston and sailed in part by the Royal Canadian Sea Cadets 
since 1955. 

The group, headed by the Lorrimans, was determined to put together a sail training 
organization in Toronto. They located Francis Maclachlan, the designer of the St. 
Lawrence II, and commissioned him to build another tall ship. 

After two years of fund raising and building, the 60’ brigantine Pathfinder was 
commissioned in 1964. Over the next few years the sail training program grew to 
include a 37’ foot cutter and a shore base. In 1972, Toronto Brigantine built its second 
ship, Playfair, to accommodate its increasing number of program participants. Playfair 
was named in 1973 by Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II. 

Over the years, the program has progressed from its Sea Cadet/military training 
style and now emphasizes responsibility; the operation and sailing of the ship is placed 
in the hands of the 14 to 18-year-old crew. The core philosophy remains the same; 
Toronto Brigantine believes sail training for youths builds character through adventure. 

Today, more than 6,000 young men and women from all over the world have partic- 
ipated in the program.

Every Navy and Marine Corps graduate of the Naval Academy must demonstrate 
competence aboard sailing craft. To this end, the Director of Naval Academy Sailing 
operates what is arguably the nation’s largest and most comprehensive sail training pro- 
gram. The program utilizes over two hundred fifty sailing dinghies and service craft and 
thirty offshore vessels to provide each midshipman with leadership, seamanship, naviga- 
tion, meteorology and marlinespike training. The sail training program at the Naval 
Academy consists of four parts: 

+ Basic Sailing: All members of the entering class (approximately 1,100 students) 
are required to learn to sail. This is accomplished in the summer before the first acade- 
mic year. Each midshipman receives twenty-four hours of underway instruction in 
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Lasers, 26’ Knockabouts and the Navy 44’ sloops. 

* Command and Seamanship Training: Approximately thirty-five percent of each 
class of midshipmen participate in a summer cruise aboard one of the Navy 44’ sloops. 
Crews consist of eight midshipmen and two instructors, The boats cruise in groups of 
six to ten to Bermuda or New England and return to Annapolis after a month. 

+ Varsity Intercollegiate Team: One of the twenty-nine varsity sports at the Naval

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Williams College and Mystic Seaport Museum unite to provide an academic adven- 
ture in maritime studies. The interdisciplinary program offers students of all majors the 
opportunity to spend a semester on the study of the sea. Twenty-two undergraduates 
each semester are selected from the nation’s top colleges and universities to spend a 
semester living and taking courses at Mystic Seaport in Mystic, Connecticut. The core 
curriculum of the Maritime Studies Program incorporates Maritime History, Literature 
of the Sea, and Marine Science (Oceanography or Marine Ecology). Academics are 
enhanced by hands-on training aboard the Mystic Seaport’s many ships as well as by 
maritime skills classes in boat building, sailing, wood carving, sea chanteys, and climb- 
ing aloft on a square-rigger. 

Williams-Mystic students also participate in three field seminars each semester, as 
part of their curriculum. The fall semester voyages offshore for two weeks in the North 
Atlantic and the spring semester to Bahamian water aboard SSV Westward or SSV 
Corwith Cramer. This two-week expedition involves intensive student participation in 
sailing the vessel as well as primary involvement with the ships’ oceanographic research 
mission, Students learn to hoist and strike sail, man the helm and the bow watch, and 
maintain the ship as they take shifts in the twenty-four hour watch system. Scientific 
research also occurs around the clock, with students deploying sampling equipment 
overboard, retrieving and analyzing samples, recording data, and presenting their find- 
ings to their professors and classmates, 

In addition to the two week offshore voyage, the students also travel to Nantucket 
and New York for a short field seminar and to the Pacific coast, California and Oregon 
for an exciting eight day field seminar, comparing maritime topics between regions and 
coasts. 

Students return to Mystic where they apply the knowledge learned in their field 
seminars toward their on-going research projects in history, marine science and marine 
policy, The resources available to them at Mystic Seaport and in the surrounding 
coastal communities are unmatched on any college campus. A full semester of credit is 
granted through Williams College. Financial aid is available.
